N an age when “ professors” of 
the ukelele practice their call- 
ing on almost every street 
corner and so-called schools of 
ragtime and jazz guarantee a 

species of weird proficiency in five 

lessons, the public is not to be 
blamed for looking askance at alJ 
instruction in the arts. Teach poetry 
writing?’ The very idea makes the 
sophisticated laugh and the judicious 
weep. You cannot teach any one to 
write a poem, they will maintain. 

All you can do by factory methods is 

to turn out a group of nightmare 

versifiers who will drive editors to 
distraction with their crude efforts. 

The trouble with this generaliza- 
tion, however, as with most, is that 
it does not cover all cases, nor does 
it takes into account all possible con- 
ditions.

Hay’s Concise Impropriety

“It is curious,” Hay 
adds, *“‘ how a concise impropriety 
hits the public.’’ 

As the diplomatic effect of the 
cablegram was not yet known, it 
seems perfectly fair to assume that

The “‘ impropriety " to which Mr. 
Hay alludes was felt by no one more 
keenly than by Colonel Roosevelt’s 
recent Democratic predecessor; for I 
was told at the time, by an intimate 
friend of the two great leaders, that 
it had provoked ex-President Cleve- 
land into exclaiming that that young 
man in the White House was begin- 
ning to get on his nerves.

Hay’s biographer, Professor Thayer 
of Harvard, slips into an easy but 
amusing error in commenting on this 
Message and its effect in bringing 
about Mr. Perdicaris’s immediate re- 
lease.

** did even a brigand, apparently safe 
in the depths of Morocco, recognize 
the note of command in the voice 
from overseas." As a matter of 
fact, Raisuli never heard that com- 
manding voice. It reached the Sul- 
tan, however, for whom it was in- 
tended; and yielding to its peremp- 
tory tone he forthwith dispatched a 
trusted messenger with the $40,000 
or so that the unterrified bandit de- 
manded as a ransom.

The captive, by the way, con- 
ceived considerable respect, and even 
liking, for his captor—physically a 
splendid specimen of manhood, and 
brave, intelligent and dignified—by 
whom he was always treated with 
the utmost courtesy and considere- 
tion. The respect was evidently mu- 
tual; for on their way back from 
the hills to meet the Sultan's messen- 
ger the bandit proposed that his 
prisoner when released should take 
charge of the ransom money and 
hold it in trust for the owner.

As Mr. Perdicaris was a painter, I 
asked him, a few years after this 
adventure, whether it had occurred

the sort, he said, as the attempt 
would probably~ have cost him his 
life, so averse was the tribesman to 
being made the subject of any paint- 
ing, sketch or photograph. In Amer- 
ica, however, some years afterward, 
he had come upon a picture, possi- 
bly painted from a model, which was 
in feature, expression and headdress 
as perfect a likeness of Raisuli-as if 
he had sat for it. “He had promptly 
bought it, and cherished it as a me- 
mento of a rare-and thrilling experi- 








perpetrated by one who should have 
known better. 

As a part of the course, poets’ 
readings are frequently given. The 
writers invited include all schools. 
They are allowed to give their opin- 
fone freely, subject to questions by 
the class at the end of their talk and 
reading.

Most of the other poets were men 
and women who had made their 
mark in American literature, or at 
least in the American periodical 
field.

From them the 
class derived a great deal of benefit.

All this is intended to show that no 
fetiches, no fads and no fixed ideas 
are impressed upon the aspirant. He 
must seek and find his own salva- 
tion. If he doesn’t, poetry writing is 
not in him. No editor will sigh as 
he regretfully returns his offerings. 

The hardest pupils to deal with 
who have untrammeled 
souls.

Beginning as a gusher, a well 
lessens its flow, and finally must be 
pumped. extending its life history 
over a span of eight months. Then 
the reservoir underenath is drained 
of its supply and the usefulness of 
the field is past. The city has had 
its moment, and sinks once more 
into oblivion. But the natives have 
an amazing fortitude; town tife does 
not retire to the old, stodgy stupor 
of pre-oi) days. Even in desolate 
Desdemona there is still movement. 
But it is movement with the kick 
iaken out. The inhabitants cannot 
believe that the land has been 
drained. of its precious supply, and 
together with an ambitious pro- 
moter they carry on, testing for gas 
supply, &c. Although their diligence 
results in a neat output of gasoline, 
this goes a small way toward restor- 
ing their prestige. 

I have never seen a villager who 
was willing to admit for months 
that the exhaustion of the field was 
complete. Without exception. he 
boasts pridefully: “‘ Wa-al, she’s all 
right now, of course, but, glory! ye 
vught to have seon her as she used 
to be,” and he relates a long serics 
of incidents concerning the ‘' seeth- 
ing mob 0” people” who used to 
be here and how they actually left 
the sidewalk, and walked in the mid- 
die of the street, “ they wuz jest s0 
many folks hereabout”; the vast 
aumber of people who could not buy 
a shirt to their name and who now 
own three automobiles and two 
h He seld tells you that 
he is one of these, but he never 
negiects to tell you how much he is 
worth, how much income tax he 
Pays and how much bank stock he 
owns.

most in a whisper. He has little 
respect for geologists with their talk 
of strata, oil structures and forma- 
tions.

We have seventeen 
gasoline plants here now. See the 
Magnolia Petroienm Company— 
that’s the biggest gasoline pliant in 
the world.

To appreciate at its worth the 
character of an oi] boom, the bulk 
of persons engaged in trying to 
wrest a fortune out of it and the 
subsequent desolation when the pe- 
troleum supply is exhausted one 
must picture the three stages of its 
evolution. 

Stimulated by the rising price 
level of its finished product, the 
evolution of an oil field today is an 
adventure teeming with vision, ex- 
citement and rich rewards. Three 
years ago Desdemona was a strag- 
gling, sieepy village of fifty to one 
hundred inhabitants. Drab, sandy 
plains surrounded it and 
the near-by farmers with only the 
meagrest living. The ugly little 
town, going by the uneuphoneous 
name of How -Town, had naught to 
disturb its serenity, with no thought 
of oil and oil excitement, unti} 1919, 
when the wildcat well! drilling slow- 
ly along on the Jim Duke farm sud- 
denty burst into life with great vol- 
umes of inky jet oil shooting high 
over the derrick—a well that sur- 
passed even the far-famed first 
Texas gusher, Old Spindletop of 
1901. ; 
. The change began with startling 
rapidity. Crowds began to trek to 
the oil field in a rush that shamed 
the Klondike gold rush, pleasure, 
comfort and personal safety all swept 
aside in their mad rush for gold. 
The nearest -railroad point was ‘ten 
miles away. There were no tele- 
graph lines, no hotels and only boggy 
sand for roads. Derricks seemed to 
spring from the ground; frame 
buildings sprang up full blown by 
the dozen, crouched one by the oth- 
er like brother bricks in a stone 
building; leases on land that had 
rented for 25 cents'a year soared 
skyward. Money was in. thé air. 
The magic touch of oil had wrought 
astounding changes on the sandy soil 
that once swirled and eddied un- 
checked with every vagrant whim of 
the wind.

Bitter 
years of poverty make the farmer 
demand substantiality. Negro land- 
owners and oil speculators dash 
around in high-powered, gayly col- 
ored automobiles but seldom farm- 
ers. I know of one conservative 
woman who, despite the-recent mil- 
lions, declared for a Ford because, 
as she explained, she wanted a ser- 
viceable car, and a Ford gave more 
service for the outlay. 

After the house is bought the fam- 
ily decides to motor—they always 
*“* motor ""—into town and change its 
wardrobe from beginning to end. 
Their taste is not to be denied, nor 
is it to be commended. They have 
small sense of color combinations 
and balances; they as yet know little 
of fabrics, weaves and textures, so 
they pay a handsome price for a 
satin gown, slinky in cut and loud 
in color rather than for a tailleur, 
and they wear it on all and every 
occasion. Their idea is to make a 
gorgeous display, such as wil] arouse 
the envy of their also nouyeau riche 
neighbor, and they succeed admira- 
bly, although the results are some- 
times painful to the eye. 

One rarely hears of a farmer stick- 
ing to the soii after he becomes 
rich.

This 
does not mean that McKenna has no 
human feeling, for he is, on the con- 
trary, charmingly married; he goes 
to church on Sunday; and might 
even be tempted back into Parlia- 
ment; but it does mean that, in the 
heyday when, with Lloyd George, he 
was sowing his wild—or Welsh—oats 
he never allowed either his romance 
or his religion or even his career to 
interfere with his arithmetic. 
tf McKenna should ever be canon- 
ized he would wish to be adored as 
St. Leger, the martyr, who, what- 
ever the torture, would rather be 
stretched on than atretch by one 
least digit the multiplication table—

others have suffered giadly for faith. 
Where the devout revere the sacred 
statues, McKenna, not less de- 
voutly, reveres statistics; and by hie 
ten fingers and his ten toes he daily 
repeats his creed that twice two are 
four fe convince a skeptical world 
of which profound truth is and has 
always been his aim in life. To 
make one proselyte, he will either 
give or eat any number of luncheons. 
And great is his joy when, as a re- 
sult of his evangel, the heathen who 
know no simple addition are brought 
to an accurate knowledge of book- 
keeping. 

It is, of course, at Cambridge, not 
Oxford, that in England they teach 
the young idea how to do sums. The 
honor school in mathematica is 
called a tripos, the reason bein: that 
our forefathers were of opinion that 
nobody could think clearly unless he 
sat on a stool with three legs. In 
the mathematical tripos, McKenna 
took ‘a first class, being about tenth 
wrangler, which was very good, see- 
ing that he also rowed in the boat. 
Tt meant that in his year there were 
only about nine men who were 
fonder of logarithms and calculus 
than was he. In those days Mc- 
Kenna could tell you at a glance 
whether ‘‘a series’’ of formulae 
converged or diverged and the why 
and the wherefore of the nine-points 
circle. He could cut cones like car- 
rots into sections and even negotiate 
the formidable hyperbola. Thus 
equipped for the battle of life, he ate 
some dinners in London and 80 be- 
came a lawyer. And after a few 
years Monmouthshire, where there 
are miners, elected him to Par- 
liament—the Tories being then in 
power, with a big majority; but, as 
McKenna soon discovered, with very 
little arithmetic. On entering the 
House of Commons McKenna real- 
ized, like Cardinal Newman, that 
he had a work to do in England. 

Whenever there was an appro- 
priation or an estimate or a tax or 
a loan that involved either addition. 
subtraction, multiplication or divi- 
sion, there was McKenna in his

At this interesting moment, 
Campbell-Bannerman died, Asquith 
succeeded him as Prime Minister, 
and the first serious suspicion 
crossed McKenna’s mind that even 
Lioyd George, his trusted comrade- 
in-arms, might not—after ali—quite 
know arithmetic. For it was Lloyd 
George and not McKenna who was’ 
h to be Ch lior of the Ex- 
chequer. McKenna only became 
First Lord of the Admiralty, and in- 
cidentally, Lioyd George's rival with- 
in the party. Of course, the posi- 
tion had its compensations. He had 
an official residerice on Whitehall, 
with a distant view of St. Paul’s 
across the curving river. Breezily 
saluting Admirals blew in from 
every quarter, and one could chat 
things over with King Edward. On 
a trim athletic figure. just married 
at St. Margaret’s, Westminster, gold 
lace was exceedingly becoming, and, 
above all, the navy lent itself to 
arithmetic. First you could count 
your dreadnoughts, then your pre- 
dreadnoughts, then your cruisers, 
your destroyers, your - submarines. 
Then, you could put in the guns 
and count those, with the weight of 
the broadsides, and the effective 
range, and the rapidity of finding 
it. The figures were fascinating, 
and what made them so well worth 
while was the amusement of also 
counting up the German Navy, what 
ships Tirpitz was laying down, how 
much money he was spending each 
year on each vessel, and how soon, 
therefore, that vessel would be com- 
plete. McKenna soon had a new 
kind of balance-sheet, in which the 
debits were German tonnage and the 
credits were British tonnage. And 
into the astonished.and uneasy Cab- 
inet, he thus brought his sums, all 
correct. 

The situation between McKenna 
and Ljoyd George thus grew to be 
one of more and more strictly qual- 
ifted mutual admiration. In every 
country and in every age, it is the 
Treasury mind that wants to save 
money and it is the Admiralty mind 
that wants to spend money. And 
here was McKenna, the economist, 
captured by the spendthrift pirates 
of the British Navy! Lloyd’ George, 
therefore, devised a financial rule 
which may be described, not unfair- 
ly, as a rule entirely of his own in- 
vention. “‘Whenever McKenna wants 
another million for the navy,” said 
he, in effect, “ I will give two mil- 
lions tv the poor."* Sometimes the 
old folks got it, sometimes the sick 
and injured,;.and sometimes the un- 
employed. And, of course, it meant 
that Codlin became: the friend, not 
Short, as Dickens so tucidly ex- 
Presses such a partnership. In op- 
posing McKenna’s extravagance, 
Lioyd George taxed treble. And his

Minister when he elucidates a bud- 
get; which quality is, of course, 
arithmetic! 

As the war proceeded, Lioyd 
George came to the conclusion that 
it could never be won by the Treas- 
ury saving money. So he suggested 
McKenna for the Exchequer and 
went himself to the Ministry of Mu- 
nitions, which meant a hotel with 
one’ chair left; and on that chair, 
Licyd George proceeded to spend 
McKenna’s money just as McKenna 
at the Admiralty had spent Lioyd 
George’s money. The positions were 
Precisely reversed, McKenna being 
now the guardian of the fast de- 
pleted public purse. Once more, 
what worried McKenna was the 
fact that Lloyd George would not 
learn arithmetic, but talked instead 
about Armageddons and that kind 
of thing. For the moment that Mc- 
Kenna stood at the box in the House 
of Commons and dealt with the 
budget, it was realized that here was 
an intellect which, like the gold on 
the streets of heaven—or the late 
Pierpont Morgan’s giass bank—is 
clear as crystal. The figures might 
be hundreds, thousands, millions or 
billions, but that made no difference. 
The ciphers marched like army corps 
straight to their objectives. In these 
expositions, there was no poetry, no 
passion, no prolixity, but perfect 
preparation, accurate phrase and, 
above all, irreproachable mathe- 
matics. The hankers felt that the 
credit of the country might be go- 
ing to the dogs, but in any case the 
ruin was in proper form. And to 
the precise mind of Asquith, Mc- 
Kenna may best be described as a 
relief. . 


Destiny then intervened! First, 
Asquith fell from power. Secondly, 
a certain. Sir John Holden, Chair- 
man of the London Joint City and 
Midland Bank, died. A Chairman of 
a bank in Britain differs in status 
from a President in this country. 
The. chief executive official is not 
he, but the general manager: It is 
the general manager. who as a rule 
takes action. The Chairman‘s duty 
is to preside over the Board of Di- 
rectors and to address the share- 
holders once every six months. 
Obviously, for such a duty Mc- 
Kenna was the man. What if he 
had sacrilegiously plundered the 
Welsh Church! What if he, did at- 
tempt to undermine the ancient 
aristocracy in the House ‘of Lords! 
Any man may be allowed to make 
mistakes that. to a bank, do not in- 
volve arithmetic. McKenna knew 
the law. He had been Home Sec- 
retary. He had saved money at the 
Treasury. He had spent money at 
the Admiralty. He had repaid: na- 
tional debt. And he had increased 





national debt. From A to Z, he had 
mastered the not very abstruse 
tricks of the money lender’s trade. 


He could negotiate and he could 
speak. With a head for figures, let 
him be the figurehead. He got the 
job. It was the victory of the man 
who knows over the Difke who lisps. 

It was at once a surrender and a 
triumph. In Parliament, it inter- 
rupted the long and stealthy duel 
between McKenna and Lioyd George. 
But.in the country, it meant that 
McKenna had, in the words of 
Chesterton, ** joined the gods that 
made the gods,’’ that he had been 
ushered into the dim and irremova- 
ble hierarchy which on occasion can

ONTRARY to the correct 
code, this interview begins 
with the interviewer.

at his father’s death, began his own 
wage-earning career in the employ 
of another truckman. But while we 
went through the preliminaries of 
the interview, one section of my 
mind was busy with two recollec- 
tions. 

_ Seven years ago, in 1915, “ Al” 
Smith and the election district of 
which he is so intimate and integral 
a@ part gave me my first lesson in 
practical politics. 1 gave them, I 
suppose, their first lesson in prac- 
tical Woman Suffrage. I was an 
election watcher, in behalf of the 
“suffrage amendment voted upon 
that year, at the polling place 
where ‘‘ Al ’” himself voted. 

I had a thrill of adventure and of 
mild apprehension as I drove 
through the thick twilight of the 
early November morning down to 
the barber shop where I was to see 
that the electorate of the precinct 
did not play tricks with the vote 
on the suffrage amendment. It was 
a rough neighborhood, I had been 
told, along the waterfront, under 
Brooklyn Bridge, a very hotbed of 
that sort of practical politics at 
thought of which every refined suf- 
fragist shuddered. I might experi- 
ence rudeness, hostility expressed in 
ugly ways, interference with the 
duty 1 was to perform. But I girded 
on my armor, thought of the cause, 
took solemn farewell of my home— 
and went down to the kindest, most 
considerate set of hosts that it is 
Possible to imagine, shrewd, good- 
natured men who weren't much 
alarmed for the success of my 
amendment that year and who 
therefore didn't hate me violc atly; 
but who were quite genuinely and 
humanly concerned for their reputa- 
tion for knowing “‘ how to treat a 
lady.” 

** Do they treat you any better on 
Wifth Avenue?’’ one of the election 
officiais asked me at the close of the 
day, pardonably sure of my reply 
after twelve hours of friendly, con- 
siderate and frequently merry com- 


panionship. 

Well, that was the day when I 
first saw former Governor Smith, 
had my first close-up view of that 
political popularity which has grown 
80 amazingly since then. That par- 
ticular polling place buzzed with ref- 
erences to *‘ Al."" My stock took a 
decided slump when it became evi- 
dent to the election officials that I 
had: not the ghost of a notion as to 
who * Al** was, that I was igno- 
rant of the really vital issue of the 
election, which was whether ‘* Al,’* 
who had represented the district in 
the Assembly for years, would be- 
come Sheriff of New York County. 

By and by “* Al®’ came in to cast 
his vete—a wiry, 
man, clear-eyed, clean-skinned, 
wearing his derby hat with the in- 
Gescribabie tilt that seems the final 
expression of jaunty readiness of 
spirit.

Every one in the polling ‘place was 
excited.

Men slapped him on 
the back, friendly prophecies were 
uttered.

This time I sat and wiped enjoy- 
able, emotional tears from my eyes, 
and told myself that this was the 


legend, the 
legend of the boy who by sheer force 
of character, without advantages. 
wins a great place and does a great 
work. The “ Al"’ whom the con- 
vention was cheering was the lineal 
descendant of all the great Ameri- 
cans who had learned to read by the 
flames of pioneer cabin log fires, 
who had come to the service of the 
State from plow and axe and hum- 
ble home. It was cheering, too, 
“ one of the boys,’’ just as the little 
shavers who had accompanied him 
to the polling place in 1915 had been 
cheering for: ‘‘ one of the boys.’’ 
There was that indefinable quality, 
personal popularity, in it all. 
That enormous personal popularity 
showed itself when, in the Demo- 
cratic débacle of November of that 
same 1920, he ran leagues ahead of 
his ticket. : 

Those -two occasions were as 
present to me the other afternoon 
when he talked to me as was the 
situation of the moment. And my 
impressions were confused. The 
easy theory of a native magnetism 
that made for universal popularity 
no longer quite explained him. For 
Syracuse and the pre-Syracuse fight 
intervened between me and the cock- 
sure conviction that the “ Al"’ of 
the election place down by Brooklyn 
Bridge was just a practical ‘* party 
man ** more highly gifted than some 
with the human charm to win 
friends to himself and with the 
brains necessary to master the tech- 
nique of government. 

For st Syracuse the practical 
party man had challenged the judg- 
ment of the party. A David with 
sling emptied of the arrows of pat- 
influence, he had met a 
Goliath of well-stocked arsenal. He 
had run the risk of becoming what 
no dyed-in-the-wool party man can 
bear to think of becoming, an insur- 
gent, a “‘mugwump.”* Anéd all for 
a principle!

Al Smith, assimilating them alli, as- 
similating all the new life, was be- 
ginning to grow unconsciously -out 
of the narrow conception of politics 
into the wide cne. To have lived 
intelligently, perceptively, sympathe- 
tically in that place for forty-nine 
years has been to serve an appren- 
ticeship to great politics—to inter- 
national politics, if you please. 

He is, however, the sort of man 
who grows into the larger concep- 
tions of life without growing out of 
the smaller; the family, the church, 
the neighborhood, the district club 
are at the centre of ever-widening 
rings. The other afternoon as we 
sat and talked of ‘budgets and poli- 
cies, the telephone rang three or 
four times with a private message. 
His sister was ill, was about to go 
to the hospital for an operation. He 
would break off in the middle of a 
sentence on millions, would talk 
with absorbed and anxious interest 
for three or four minutes, would 
plan briefly, incisively—and then 
turn to me and would finish out 
the interrupted sentence. 

And his friends say that even po- 
litical conferences at his home never 
prevented the nightly filing-in of 
the children for their good-night 
from their father. When he is in 
New York his Sunday morning pil- 
gtimages across Brooklyn Bridge to 
his mother are never missed: He at- 
tends the same church, St. James's 
in James Street, that he attended in 
boyhood, and as lately as 1917 he 
reverted to an early accomplish- 
ment and pleasure and took a lead- 
ing part m its production of Bouci- 
cault’s “* Shaugrun.'’ Every one in 
that part of the town knows him, 
and he knows every one. The po- 
liceman on the beat draws a packet 
of pills from his pocket and proffers 
it for ** Al’s” advertised rheuma- 
tism; the Italian fruiterer at the 
corner stand under the shadow of 
the elevated gives him a_ health- 
conserving big chestnut..

“Al” that he ought to stay. He 
did it. He stayed until 1915, and, 
having made up his mind to it, he 
mastered the technique of the busi- 
ness; if nobody else knew what it 
was all about, as he grimly sus- 
pected, he, Al Smith, was going to. 

So he settled down to the study of 
bills and reports, he was Speaker 
of the Assembly one term, Majority 
Leader one term and Minority Lead- 
er three terms. And when he was a 
delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1915, Elihu Root, its 
Chairman, pronounced him the best- 
informed man in New York on the 
State Constitution and its need of 
amendment—ea compliment of which 
he is not ashamed to be proud. 

For a scientific revision of the 
Constitution he still stands, for the 
simplification of departments and 
bureaus and the provision of an ex- 
ecutive budget. 

“The State of New York, grown 
up, twenty-one and voting,’’ he 
says, “ is still trying to get on with 
a four-year-old suit of clothes.’* A 
truly businesslike administration of 
the -State’s affairs by an Executive 
who is obliged to deal with two hun- 
dred department heads is next door 
to impossible, he says, and he calls 
attention to the fact that though the 
National Republican Party in 1920 
stood for scientific revision an¢ 
budgeting in the interest of national 
economy, the Republicans of New 
York defeated it in their own State. 

Outside of politics, his interests 
are homely and simple enough. The 
family, his pets—a dog, birds—the 
theatre, a good vaudeville, a good 
movie. He doesn’t read much—he 
says he is ashamed of it, t he 
won't pretend about it. That one 
of the most likable things about him 
~—the way in which he doesn’t pre- 
tend, doesn’t overemphasize. He 
doesn’t even overemphasize being a 
plain citizen, a, man of the people. 

What he hasn’t learned out of the 
books he hasn’t read, he has learned 
by listening.

We may conclude that the first es- 

tablished truth of.all is that Ger- 
many can pay the great bulk of 
ceparations only by exporting goods 
to foreign nations; and that the ben- 
eficiaries can receive the great bulk 
of reparations only in the form of 
imported goods, either directly from 
Germany or from other foreign na- 
tions. This fact is generally ignored 
or denied, and we daily witness, in 
the various creditor nations, men in- 
sisting loudly upon immediate pay- 
ment of reparations and interallied 
war debts and, at the same time, 
passing tariff laws to prevent the 
importation of the goods by which 
alone payments may be made. It is 
a case of “they will and they 
won't.” Such a thing is the result 
ef economic ignorance—not neces- 
sarily of the higher Government 
functionaries, but of an  unin- 
atructed and imperious popular opin- 
fon whose mandates they meekly 
follow. No nation can receive repa- 
rations and at the same time exclude 
German products. It must receive 
these products or provide a market 
for them. 
. The great obstacles im the pay- 
ment of reparations are two in num- 
ber, to wit: the tariff walls which 
nations raise around their frontier: 
in order to keep out foreign goods 
and the absence of any other uni- 
versal medium of exchange than the 
comparatively small quantity of gold 
which exists in the world. If we 
had a universal monetary syrtem 
and 4 universal customs union, Ger- 
many could pay reparations in 
money as easily as nations pay their 
internal debts, or as easily as Ohio 
or Dlinois could pay large debts to 
New York or Texas, or as Marseilles 
could pay an indemnity to Paris. 

How may these two great obstacles 
be overcome? How may Germany 
convert the proceeds of taxes, raised 
at home in marks, into pounds

customs union and a_i universal 
monetary system are purely imagi- 
nary conceptions, useful only to il- 
lustrate a principle; but Germany 
ean convert marks into pounds, 
francs and lire by the export of cer- 
tain goods for which no goods will be 
imported into Germany by way of 
payment. The beneficiaries must 
lower their tariff walls for these par- 
tieular German exports. 

What can the Allies afford io re- 
ceive? How may Germany pay with- 
out wrecking the industries of the 
countries to which the debt is due? 
Let us try to elucidate this baffling 
mystery. The answer is that the 
Allies can afford to receive anything 
in the nature of a capital invest- 
ment; nothing in the nature of con- 
sumable goods which compete in the 
home markets with native products. 
This fact, which never fails to be 
surprising, must be thoroughly in- 
grained in the mind, if we wish to 
solve the problem of reparations. 

As a part of her plans for making 
war, Germany caréfully considered 
how she should obtain indemnities. 
As the war went on she realized that 
the financial condition of her 
enemies precluded any large indem- 
nity in money. She saw the neces- 
sity of taking property, by trans- 
ferring to Germans (1) key indus- 
tries in the extensive regions that 
she had marked out for annexation; 
(2) mines, mineral deposits. &c.; 
and (3) medium and iarge land- 
holdings. Russia was expected to 
pay mainly by transferring land 
titles. In all of these caves the trans- 
fer of property (capital) was con- 
templated; and the Governments of 
the defeated nations were to com- 
pensate dispossessed private owners. 
Germany would have received pay- 
ment in marks (German bonds) 
from the men to whom the property 
‘was transferred. The Germans had 
studied out the processes by which 
an indemnity roay be paid: and they 
must be laughing in their sleeves 
now at the blind efforts of the Allies 
who are floundering about finding 
out how aot to collect indemnities, 
and gradually coming to the errone- 
ous. conclusion that they cannot be 
collected at all. 

The history of the investments of 
European capital in the United 
States furnishes the key to the 
process by which the Allies may col- 
lect reparations with greatest benefit 
to themselves and greatest case in 
collection—by means of new capital 
investments. The opportunities for 
such investments in the allied cour.. 
tries are very large; and the invest- 
ments need not necessarily be con- 
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rations. The field for profitable capi- 
tal investments in the world is prac- 
tically limited only by the capital 
that is available for in t. The 
amount which the Allies *‘ can af- 
ford” to have Germany pay is 
therefore practically unlimited. 

In the second and third quarters 
of the nineteenth century, American 
railway promoters often borrowed 
money in London with which they 
purchased rails in England. Later, 
when they were able to borrow at 





home, they bought rails in the 
United States. 
For a long time England and 


France have been lending countries. 
Such countries, as Professor Taussig- 
remarks, show an excess of exports 
over imports in the earlier stages of 
lending, and yet no steady discount 
on foreign exchange and no outflow 
of specie. The loans are made by 
exporting goods, and the iending 
countries show an excess of exports, 
other things being taken into ac- 
count, equal to the loans. After this 
Process has gone on for some time 
the situation is reversed. The bor- 
rowers have to pay interest, and the 
interest is actually transmitted to 
the lenders by the export of goods 
from the borrowing country. In time 
the interest upon old loans becomes 
greater than the average of new 
loans, and the borrowing country 
shows an excess of exports over im- 
ports. During the first three-quar- 
ters of the nineteenth century the 
United States was a borrowing coun- 
try, and its imports exceeded its ex- 
ports; since that time, or approxi- 
mately the year 1873, it has been 
essentially an interest-paying coun- 
try, gradually borrowing less and 
less from abroad; and its exports 
have exceeded its imports. 
investments in the New 
World went to the development of 
wealth-producing industries. Capital 
investments in a country, even 
though most of the materials used 
in construction come from abroad, do 
not injure the country in which the 
investments are made. The only ob- 
jection to such investments is that 
interest must be paid_upon them to 
foreign nations; but.there will, of 
course, be no interest payments for 
capital goods received from Germany 
as reparations. Countries entitled to 
reparations will find that they will 
be most benefited by treating repara- 
tion materials as a capital invest- 
ment. Thus, Great Britain may 
wish to build a railway either at 
home or in one of the colonies. The 
railway has probably been projected 
for several years, but it has never 
been built, as the necessary capital 
has never been forthcoming. Py 





taking a large consignment of rail- 


way material in payment of repara- 
tions, Great Britain can build the 
railway, which otherwise would not 
be built for several years. Such a 
use of railway plant received from 
Germany would not work injury to 
the establishments which produce 
rails and rolling stock in Great Brit- 
ain. On the other hand, if Great 
Britain placed the same amount of 
railway plant on sale in her markets, 
private industry would be thrown 
out of employment while the repara- 
tion materials were being sold. 

With a part of the reparations due 
her, Italy could put in order and 
utilize her immense patrimony of 
water power and thus become free 
from anxiety about the coal problem 
by which she is actually enslaved. 
The true object of a nation is to gain 
economic independence whenever it 
is possible to do so. Here is Italy's 
opportunity. Japan and Serbia will 
have no difficulties in accepting pay- 
ment in kind. 

One cannot visit France without 
seeing at every turn places where 
new utilities could be instailed that 
would increase the productive ca- 
pacity of the country and the health, 
comfort and happiness of the peo- 
ple. But these things will not come, 
unless they come in the nature of a 
windfall. To install them, there- 
fore, involves no competition . with 
any vested interest. For ali prac- 
tical purposes France is without a 
telephone system. Germany could 
deliver and, in a large measure, in- 
stall the material for a complete tele- 
phone system for the entire coun- 
try. The annual rental from such a 
system, reaching the houses of peo- 
ple who could and would pay for the 
service, would ‘carry the annual in- 
terest of a conriderable portion of 
the French war debt and provide a 
sinking fund for its discharge. 

As another example, French steel 
interests would not suffer if Ger- 
many were required to build a bridge 
at Strasburg, which otherwise would 
not now be built, or put in 500 
miles of needed railways, which 
otherwise would not now be built. 
No one doubts the ability of Ger- 
many to do these things. 

If German labor and material were 
used to construct a tunnel across the 
English Channel, France ané Eng- 
land could receive shares in the tun- 
nel-holding company. By the sale 
of these shares to their own citizens 
they could receive reparations in 
“money.” Similarly, the various al- 
Hes could receive shares in enter- 
prises in any part of the world. 

Payment in goods for capital in- 
vestment will not be made at the 
expense of the trade of the Allies. 
In fact, capital investments coming: 
into the allied countries from Ger- 
man sources will promote the inter- 
nal trade of cach and every country 
which receives such investments 
Douhtiess domestic producers would 
demand that Germany should pay in 
gold, which should be used to pro- 
mote home manufactures; but the 
simple answer to such a position is 
that Germany cannot pay in gold 
and that the capital investment in 
question will not be made unless 
advantage is taken of the opportu- 
nity to receive capital goods from 
Germany. 

The Allies may receive reparation 
payments from Germany, without 
injury to themselves, so long as the 
value received is treated purely as a 
capital investment, in which the 
capital is acquired from Germany, 
but installed in allied or friendly 
countries. This fact is obvious, 
though there is scarcely any one 
who seems to be aware of its exist- 
ence. To expect Germany to send 
the capital in gold to the places of 
installation would be the same as to 


in our railways to send gold instea‘t 
of rails in the earty history of our 
railway development. Canals. new 
railways, city waterworks, port im- 
provements, bridges, the Channel 
tunnel and similar works seem pecu- 
larly adapted for reparation pay- 
ments. As a part of the payment 
Germany should be required to in- 
stall, in the country receiving pay- 
ment, any additional plant that may 
be required to make repairs and 
gupply spare parts for the plant 
which she furnishes in payment. 
Many writers appreciate the fact 
that Germany must pay in foods; 
but, as they have nothing more 
within their purview than the ordi- 
nary operations of commerce in con- 
sumable goods, they conclude that

: THE KNOWLEDGE THAT PROTECTS 





There is a popular aphorism that “what you don’t know will never hurt you.” It is very easy to.be led 


astray by such aphorisms. It is not wise to worry about the unknown. 


There are people who are in a 


continual twitter of apprehension lest they become afflicted with some terrible malady—but it is very 
unwise not to seek knowledge that will enable us to protect our health and prolong our lives. 


There are people who fear Bright’s disease or 
cancer because some ancestor died of it, or be- 
cause of va pains in the back or abdomen. 
There are a who fear high blood pressure, or 
heart disease, or other serious difficulties when 
they read or hear about such troubles or have some 
alight disturbing symptom. . 


One of the most important objections that have 
been urged against periodic health examinations is 
the alleged -danger of disturbing people’s minds 
about their condition and arousing unwarranted, 
or even warranted, fears. This view has been 
widely held by physicians in accordance with the 
time-honored custom of keeping people in ignorance 
of their physical condition and insisting upon im- 
plicit obedience to medical orders. 


It is probable that this attitude has been largely 
ppg for encouraging a fear of the unknown. 
en a man is debarred from reasoning about the 
simple known causes of disease, he is*thrown back 
1 his imagination and conjures up all manner 
bugaboos. 


On the other hand, when he approaches the mat- 
ter in the modern spirit of ascertaining the truth 
and applying common-sense corrective measures 
to physical deficiencies, his imagination is chained 
down—he must deal with practical realities. 


He is heartened up and encouraged by the fact 
that so many supposedly inescapable and incurable 
maladies can be overcome in their early stages, and 
often very definitely controlled in their later stages 
if brought under intelligent medical supervision. 


There are of course serious or incurable cases 
where it is wise to withhold full knowledge from a 
patient; but this class of cases is decreasing, and 
there is less and less tendency on the part of physi- 
cians to make a mystery out of disease. 


That the turn of the tide has come in medical 

inion is evidenced by the action of a Committee 

the American Medical Association, co-operating 
with the National Health Council, in arranging for 
a national physical examination day. This was 
fixed for Dec. 8, 1922, but a recent bulletin an- 
nounces an indefinite postponement until the mat- 
ter can be brought before the secretaries of State 
Societies.

Gradually the 
way is being cleared for bringing to the whole peo- 
ple this protective measure. ; 


A vast amount of nervous disease is due to 
purely psychic causes, the fear of the unknown. 
A very large proportion, however, of nervous dis- 
eases are the result of physical deficiency which 
can be corrected. In solving these life problems a 
wise course is to search diligently for-any physical 
background of nervous trouble, and then insist 
upon the development of courage and the casting 
out of fear, as one would cast out an evil spirit. 


A great deal of nervous and mental trouble is 
due to pure cowardice, a retreat from life struggle 
into a nervous. disease. 


But be careful how you call anyone a coward 
before searching his body for infection or poison 
that may really be the root of his difficulty. 


The kind of courage that leads a man up to the 
cannon’s mouth is not a rare quality. Under 
favorable conditions of morale, discipline and 

_leadership, it will probably be exhibited by most 
of the men liable to the call of arms in any country. 


The kind of courage that enables a man or a 
woman ully to fight the daily skirmishes 
of life, to win out in the countless struggles with 
worries, and cares, and aches, and pains and dis- 
appointments, is not so common. 


Lack of this kind of courage, the gradual failure 
of the will to meet these Lilliputian enemies in the 
warfare with environment which we call Life, is 
responsible for a vast amount of nervous and mental 
disease. 

Many authorities have held that most conditions 
‘characterized by so-called nervous failure (psychas- 
thenia, neurasthenia, hysteria, etc.) are caused b 
fear. -In other words, the attitude towards life 
of the nervous wreck is pusillanimous. 


A broader vision shows that, while the acquired 
bad mental habit of fear,—an exaggeration of 
primitive instincts,—is, indeed, the basis of much 
nervous and mental failure and general ill health, 
this very fear is often engendered by a badly-work- 
ing, poisoned body. 


A man with a foul and- sluggish intestine or con- 
gested liver does not see straight. He becomes im- 
aginative and apprehensive, developing one symp- 
tom after another and fixing them by focusing his 
attention on them.

‘With regard to Russia, I went to the 
utmost.trouble, My letters, published in’ 
the meantime, were naturally-never sent 
without thé knowledge of the Imperial 
Chancellors, but always in agreement 
with them and largely at their desire. 
Russia -would doubtless never have got 
into a war with Germany under Alex- 
ander IIl., for he was reliable. Czar 
Nicholas was -weak and vacillating; 
whoever had last been with him was 
right; and, naturally, it was impossible 
for me always to be that individual. 

I made every effort with this Czar, 
also, to restore the traditional friend- 
ship between Germany and “Russia. I 
jwas moved to do so not only by politi- 
(eal reasons but. by the promise which I 
had made to my grandfather on his 
‘deathbed.

Perhaps the 
unfriendly answer given by President 
Wilson to the German Government at 
the beginning of-the war may have had 
some connection with the Gentlemen’s 
Agreement. 


American Factors in Defeat. 


But there can be no doubt that Amer- 
ica’s entry into the war; and the enor- 
tious “supplies of Ammunition; and, espe- 
‘cially, of war materials, which preceded 
her entryg seriously hurt the. chance of 
the Central Powers to bring the war to 
a successful términation by force of 
arms. * 

It is _mecessary, however, to avoid “all 
emotional criticism of° America also, 
since, In.the great game of politics, real 
factors ‘only can bé considered. Amer- 
ica: ‘was at liberty (despite the ‘Gentle- 
men’s- Agreement) to: remain neutral or 
to enter the war on the other side. One 
eannot: reproach a nation for-a decision 
as. to war or peace made. in accordance 
with its sovereign rights so long as the 
decision: is ‘not in yiolatioh of definite 
egreements. Such is not the case here. 

ertheless, it must: be’ noted that 
John Kenneth Turner, in his already 
“mentioned book; *‘ Shall It Be Again?.”’ 
shows, on the basis of extensive proofs, 
that all Wilson’s reasons for America’s 
entry into the war-were. fictitious, that 
it was far more a case of acting solely in 
the interest of Wall Street high finance.

“The federation is attempting to do 
what would have been an impossible 
task on the part of the individual so- 
cleties—that is, collect the large sum re- 
quired in an orderly, businesslike man- 
ner. Its aimh is: not only to epiiect 
enough, but also to minimize the incon- 
venience to the donors. 

‘« In’ thé early years of the federation 
campaigns for funds were organized, but 
these spasmodic efforts have now given 
place to. a mdre_ orderly proceduré. A 
Business Men's Couticfl has been formed,

Conditions In Europe Found To Be 
Much. Unsettied. 
A AMERICAN buyer, recently. re- 





turned from HBurdpe, has written 
these impressions of conditions 
there: 

“When I was in Berlin the mark was 
at 520 to the dollar, I found that prices 
were booked daily according to the fhuc- 
tudtion of the mark. There was a 
frensied desire on the part of Americans 
to bring away quantities of mérchandise 
and a féeling that there néver would 
be ‘anything as cheap again. so it viae 
up to the buying public to grab. — It
